SETTING 
THE TUXK. 


Harpers AVeekly tauly says that for 


a year or two before every Presidential 
election the Democratic managers en- 
gage iu an animated controversy to cle- 
cid« what the party shall profess for tho 
purposes of the election. But for oior« 
than twenty years it has uniformly 
taken .the wrong position. In 1860, iu 
obedience to its tradition and practice 
of many years, it presented itself as the 
friend of slavery. In 1864 it proclaimed 
an ignominious surrender to the rebel- 
lion, and nomiuatod a Union soldier 
who had lost the confidence of the 
Union men. In 1868 it assarted tlia un- 
constitutionality of reconstruction, and 
nominated an opponent of the war. 
In 


1872 it shouted for shaking hands and 
forgetfalnass, and nominated a Repub- 
lican protectionist. In 1876 it professed 
reform in general and nominated a Cop- 
perhead. In 1880 it pronounced for a 
revenue tariff, and nominated a brave 
soldier, who knocked over the.revenue 
plank with one hand and gave the other 
to the paper-money charlatans. It has 
left no "cry" 
or "dodge'1 untried. 


But with every fresh effort it has only 
shown th»t as a party it represented 
nothing whatever but a desperate de- 
sire for place and patronage. Even in 
the midst of the extraordinary result of 
the election last Autumn, when the K»- 
publioans were everywhere defeated, 
nobody acknowledged more fully anu 
frankly than leading Dsmoonits that it 
was not a Democratic triumph, but 
merely Bspublicau discon.ont. 


The contest over the profession which 


the party should make in 183i has al- 
ready begun, aud is already very warm. 
It will be practically decided, baforo the 
Convention meets, by the election of 
Speaker next December. If Mr. Rxu- 
dall should b? elected Speaker, the 
Democratic Convention would evade 
tho question of protection, and it would 
probably select Mr. Randall as tha 
candidate for tha Pi-esideuoy. Should 
he ba defeated as Speaker, tha Convjn- 
tion would pronounce strougly for soiuu- 
thing which would be genernlly inter- 
preted as free trade, and tha pacty 
S7ould lose tho active and efficient sup- 
port of the Randall element, while the 
Republican platform would bo so drawn 
as uot to exclude men o£ Mr. Rmdall's 
views. 
The defeat of Mr. Rindj.ll as 


Speaker, after the contest which is now 
raging solely upon his tariff views, and 
which will be very thorough by the 
time Congress meets, would be fairly 
interpreted as conclusive evideiics that 
the Democratic party does not hold th« 
views for which he stands ; and us ha is 
but a moderate protectionist, his defeat 
would be held to foreshow a free-trade 
policy in the event of Democratic suc- 
cess in 1881.

th* character and career of the Demo- 
cratic party, they prefer to trust the 
Republican party. 
A new party might 


entice suoh voters. 
Bat, after the con 


test which is now proceeding within tha 
Democratic party, they would no more 
expect a wise revenue policy from it 
than they would expect administrative 
reform. 
There would be a profound 


conviction that "somebody was to be 
cheated."

THE EXPENSES. 


A largo portion of the expeuses[o] 


this, as of all railroad companies, are 
of a fixed character, so that they are 
little affected by an increase of traffic. 
A greater traffic may therefore be car- 
ried on at a lower rate and still with a 
largsr profit to the company, as the in- 
crease of expenses is not in as great a 
ratio as the increase of receipts. 


Following the policy which is gener- 


ally understood by those who are famil- 
iar with the subject of transportation 
to be to tha interest of the company as 
well as to the shipper, this company 
has used every effort to increase its 
traffic at lower rates, hoping thereby to 
increase its means as well. 


Unfortunately for the company, how- 


ev«r, during the year 1882 (though bet- 
ter results are hoped for in the future) 
the increase of earnings was more than 
overcome by the increase of expenses. 


The net earnings per freight train
